Detin- 
ite arrangements on this question 
was left until tile Teen Town was 
properly organized. . 

A motion made by Councillor 1. 
C. Brown and séconded by Councillor 
R. W. Bkown and caryied it was 
decided to back the project and help 
get Teen Town started and make «r- 
tangements with them later on pro 
vided the organization proves suit 
able to the council, 

Tie Gas and Oil Products applied 
for a permit to construct a bulk 
station on property north of the 
water tower. Council granted the per- 
mission. 

Councillor R, W. Brown reporte1 
that the fire brigade had been or- 
ganized and crews allotted to the 
different fire engines.

SOCIAL SECURITY MEASURES 

Eight of the nine provinces pro- 
vide allowances to mothers who are 
widowed or who under certain cir: 
cumstances are without means of wale 
port, ' 

Alberta will pay up to $35.00 hs 
a mother with one minor child, The 
amount can go up to $85.00 per 
month where there are six children, 
This seems to be the highest paid 
lby any province except Manitoba, 
where an extra allowance is made 
when there is a disabled father in the 
home, The exact amount paid in Al- 
berta is set by the department after 
considering the conditions in each 
case. In Alberta, 25 percent of the 
cost of allowance is borne by the mun- 
icipality. 

Workmen’s compensation is the re- 
sponsibility of industry. Payments aro 
made to workers injured in the course 
of their duties and to their depen¢d- 
The funds 
are administrated by a provincial 


| board, 


The Family Allowance Act was 
passed in Ottawa in 1944 for the 
purpose of giving more opportunity 
to all the children of Canada, The 
money is paid monthly to the mothers 
and must be spent exclusively for 
the maintenance, care, training, edy- 
cation and advancement of the clild, 
If it is shown to the authorities that 
the money is not being spent fur 
this purpose payment can be stopped

The employees and employers each 
pay about two-fifths of the cost cf 
unemployment insurance. The Do- 
minion government pays one-fifth and 
the rates of weekly benefits depend 
on the contributions when employed. 
A man making $26 or more per week 
would receive $14.40 per week for the 
time he is eligible for the weekly

Pensions to senior citizens at 70 
years of age have been paid since 
1927, The amount paid in Alberta is 

30 per month if the total income of 
the person does not exceed $425.00. 
The average pension paid in Alberta 
is $24.18, ‘The share contributed by 
the Dominion “in all of Canada is 
$228,766,530 annually. Pensions for 
the blind started in 1887, 

A Canadian Government annuity is 
a yearly income of from $10 to $12,00 
payable for life or guaranteed for 10, 
15 or 20 years and payable for life 
thereafter. 

The costs of annuities are paid 
largely by individuals who purchase 
annuities although the Dominion Gov- 
ernment ‘pays the administration costs 
and keeps the fund solvent, 

There are many allowances for ex- 
service men and their dependents,Also 
each provincial government has such 
welfare services as homes for aged 
and infirm, children’s aid societies, 
reformatories, homes for deserted anda 
delinquent children, training schools 
for mentally defective children,’ in- 
dustrial schools, etc,

established. In the past, immigration played an important part in Canada’s 
development, Between the years 1851 and 1941 nearly seven million. im- 
migrants were admitted to this country. The peak year was 1913, when 
400,870 persons came here from other lands. All these people did not re- 
main permanently, Some later emigrated to the United States, othefs 
returned to their native lands, but the majority of them did stay here 
and they have had an important part in the industrial and cultural growth 
of the country.

A quarter of a million Victory 
‘Gardens would be a suitable goal for 
jthis year, Mr. Shaw said.- The food

The core he drew from the number

ATOMIC FISSION 


May Provide Key To Search For The 
Fountain Of Youth 

Two scientists writing in a publica- 
tion of the American Chemical So- 
ciety said that atomic fission may 
provide the key to the age-old search 
for the fountain of youth. 

Dr. Howard J. Curtis, Director of 
Biological Research at the Clinton 
Laboratories, Oak Ridge, Tenn., and 
Dr. Edgar J. Murphy, former head of 
pilot-plant operations, reported that 
jthe radiations produced by atomic 
fission appeared to speed up the pro- 
cesses of growing old in animals. | 

“It may be possible to find ways 
;and means of using correct abatiose,| 
and proper applications of radia- 
tions to accomplish the opposite— 
that is, extend the period of youth 
and effectively delay the inevitable 
symptoms and characteristics of old | 
age,” they reported. 

Some types of radiation caused rats | 
and mice to die of “old age” while | 
still young, Curtis wrote. The effect 
was discovered in studies of the pos- 
sible menace of the deadly rays on | 
; the bomb personnel. 
| Animals exposed to prolonged rad- 
\iation died within 10 to 30 days of 
ja number of physiological changes, 
the scientists reported. 
| They concluded that “the problem 
|of aging, which is just beginning to 
{be attacked, undoubtedly will be ad- 
vanced with the aid. of these radia- | 
tions.”
